GERMAN FLYING WEDGE 


BELGIAN LINE. 


ONDON, Aug. 22, 1:30 a.m.—The 
Amsterdam correspondent of the 
Reuter Telegram Company sends 
the following detailed account of the 
advance of the Germans across Cen- 
tral Belgium during the present week. 
The account as sent by the corre- 
spondent was taken from an Antwerp 
newspaper. It follows: 

“Tuesday morning the great ad- 
vance movement began along a line 
extending in a broad V from Diest 
to Tirlemont, and St. Trond. The 
Belgians retired from St. Trond, as 
the Germans outnumbered the Bel- 
gian advance guard. The first Belgian 
battle line extended along a line of 
about twenty-five miles, and included 
Diest. Haelen, Geetbetz, Neerlinter 
and Tirlemont. 

“Tirlemont was guarded by cavalry 
detachments only, while on the other 
end of the line the burden of defense 
at Diest was taken by bicycle sharp- 
shooters.

Tuesday, near Geetbetz, where the 
Belgians gained the first blood by 
bringing down a German aeroplane 
which was scouting above the Belgian 
position. At 6 o'clock the Germans 
opened their attack with large forces 
of cavalry, supported by infantry and 
artillery with machine guns.

“In the north the German right 
wing attacked Haelen and Loxbergn.

Thereupon the German cavalry 
executed a daring fiank movement 
around the Belgian positions, neceasi- 
tating the slow retirement of the RBel- 
cians on Budingen, where Count 
Dursel was killed. 

“The most remarkable stand was

LAW INDORSED. 


Witnesses Before Industrial 
Commission Favor Plan. 


Oregon Citizens Declare It a 
Benefit to Women, 


Counsel for Local Unions

PORTLAND (Or.) Aug. 21.—Ore- 
gon's minimum wage law for women, 
which went into effect last fall, was 
strongly indorsed by witnesses for all 
elements affected by it before the 
Federal Industrial Relations Commis- 
sion today. W. F. Woodward, repre- 
senting employers, said he believed 
the Federal government should pass a 
similar measure in regards to putting 
employers in all States on an equal 
wage footing, but in its essentials he 
indorsed the Oregon statute. 

Wages paid and hours of labor un- 
der the law are: Offices $9.25 a week, 
fifty hours; factories $8.64 a week, 
fifty-four hours; experienced mercan- 
tile establishment workers $9.25, 
fifty hours; apprentices over sixteen 
years $1 a day, fifty hours. Night 
work is prohibited in all industries. 

of the law was obtained 
on the argument that women were 
entitled to better living conditions and 
the question of sex morality did not 
enter into the discussion, the Rev. 
Father Edwin V. O'Hara, chairman 
of the State Industrial Welfare Com- 
mission, testified. 

PRIEST'S TESTIMONY. 

“We did not suggest sex morality 
because we thought it had nothing to 
do with the wage question, and also 
because such a suggestion would have 
been an insult to our women workers,” 
said he. “We found girls eating two 
meals a day and living in poor rooms 
on account of low wages and that is 
the argument upon which we ob- 
tained the new wage. And that is 
the argument which will last.” 

The commission calculated that $25 
a month was required for decent board 
and room. Provision for dress alone 
was taken into account in fixing the 
wage above the actual cost of living, 
Father O'Hara said, because estimates 
on the cost of recreation, dentistry and 
incidentals were too varied to obtain 
a concrete idea of what allowances 
should be made for them.

WHY BELGIUM 
WAS FORTIFIED. 


GERMAN EXPERT SAYS IT HAD 
AGREEMENT WITH FRANCE 
AND ENGLAND, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DIPATCH.) 

NEW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Aug. 21.—The Chamber of 
German-American Commerce made 
Public late yesterday afternoon what 
it called “the inside story of Belgian 
neutrality,” the author being “A Ger- 
man military expert.” The statement 
given out by the chamber contained 
several remarkable assertions. One 
of them was to the effect that Great 
Britain was transporting troops to 
the continent to aid France and Bel- 
lum a full before the British 
government deciared that a state of 
war existed with Germany, and an- 
other that there was in existence a 
secret Anglo-French-Belgian agree- 
ment, of which Germany had for years 
hed knowledge. 

“Belgium is fortified,” the state- 
ment reads, on its Germany bound- 
ary, whereas it has neglected during 
the last thirty years to take similar 

recautions to protect itself inst 

nee and British ne hbors. There 
is a secret Anglo-French-Beigian 
agreement, the real existence of which 
was established at the beginning of 
the Moroccan struggle.“ 

The statement then goes on to say 
than had Germany been in a position 
to believe Belgium would have de- 
fended her neutral against Eng- 
land and France, rmany would 
never have even considered invading 
the country, and thereby “adding Bel- 
gium to the number of her enemies.“ 
In conclusion the statement ridicules 
the British declaration that England 
entered upon the present war “to 
protect and uphold sacred treaties.” 

England's only reason, the state- 
ment says, was to rid herself “once 
for all of her hated rival.”

Department of Justice 
agents, it was said, have discovered 
that packers are shipping large quan- 
tities of meat across the Canadian 
border. At the same time the prices 
on meats are advancing. Department 
officials are at a loss to explain how 
the packers can export meat and still 
plead that there is a shortage. 

It was understood here today that 
the packers have not taken kindly 
to the investigation. The plan adopt- 
ed has been to look into affairs of 
branch houses and the packers have 
objected and insisted that the investi- 
gations be made at headquarters. 
The rise in the price of sugar has 
led to a renewed interest among de- 
partment officials in the investiga- 
tion of the supposed connection be- 
tween the so-called sugar trust and 
the beet-sugar interests. 


GOVERNMENT TIP 
GIVEN AS CAUSE. 


(BY A NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 21.—The United 
States Department of Agriculture was 
held responsible for a shortage of 
beef and the consequent rise in meat 


prices by F. W. Lyman, a witness, to- 
day in the food cost investigation in 
progress before the District Attorney 
of Bronx county. 

Mr. Lyman, representing Armour 
& Co., of Chicage, said the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture on August 1 
warned the farmers to hold their 
grain because there was a lack of 
shipping facilities, due to the war 
abroad. The farmers, he said, as- 
sumed the same lack of means of 
transportation would apply to cattle 
as well, and they failed to send the 
normal amount of beef to the mar- 
kets. 

The witness said the steamship 
Zinol, a Lamport & Holt liner, was 
due to arrive tomorrow with a cargo 
of 30,000 quarters of Argentine beef, 
which would relieve the situation to 
a great extent, replenishing the sup- 
ply so that prices would drop. 

Before Chief Magistrate McAdoo 
the food price inquiry begun by Dist.- 
Atty. Whitman of New York county 
was continued today. Witnesses rep- 
resenting several Chicago packing- 
houses testified. James A. Howard, 
district manager of Sulzberger & 
Sons, said the asking price here was 
fixed by the home office in Chicago, 
and that there was no arrangement 
among district managers to deter- 
mine the price. The supply and de- 
mand ruled, he said. 

In reply to questions from Magis- 
trate McAdoo, Mr. Howard said he 
believed the reasons for the increase 
in beef prices were: 

First: A scarcity of cattle; second, 
that farmers were too busy with oth- 
er affairs just now to send their cat- 
tle to market, and third, the farm- 
ers realizing that conditions are un- 
usual, are inclined to hold their sup- 
ply? 

In Brooklyn, Federal and county 
authorities continued separate inves- 
tigations. Before a United States 
grand jury producers testified con- 
cerning the price raise in grain and 
sugar products, placing the blame on 
the farmer for holding back the sta- 
ple, and on the war for preventing 
normal American imports of sugar. 
It was understood at the Federal 
building that testimony developed by 
United States District-Attorney Young 
recently probably would lead to in- 
dictments. 

The county inquiry before a Ru- 
reme Court justice developed that 
arte quantities of sugar have been 
stored by dealers in local warehouses 
and that many companies have been 
asked. to store sugar indefinitely. 

Henry F. Cochrane, counsel for the 

American Sugar Refining Company, 
several of whose officers have been 
subpoenaed to appear at the county 
inquiry, prom to bring the com- 
pany’s books to court. 
“We have to depend on foreign 
countries for our raw material,” the 
attorney said, “and the transporta- 
tion facilities that brought it from 
abroad have been almost entirely de- 
stroyed, practically all foreign sugar 
being imported on foreign bottoms. 
No ships are now available, the 
chances for resumption of importa- 
tion are problematical.” 
William W. Gardner, a sugar ex- 
pert and statistician, testified that 
the crop in Cuba, which supplies the 
hulk of raw sugar used in the United 
States, is plentiful this year. and that 
there has been little or no trouble in 
getting it to this country. 

Through this witness it was 
brought out that the local whole- 
sale price of sugar has increased from 
4 to 7% cents a pound since May.

The members of the Governor's 
staff, Sanches Fernandes, Capt. Escu- 
cero, Collector of Customs Pardo and 
Collector of the Port Viderique, who 
were arrested with the Governor, have 
also been released, but not the Gov- 
ernor nor his brother. 

Although a telegram was sent by 
the officers upon the arrest of the 
Governor te Carranza asking what 
should be done with him, no word 
has heen received by the Conatitu- 
tionalist general. 

The officers who arrested the Gov- 
ernor are traitors of the worst kind, 
ecoording to Cacho, as all of them 
have been advanced in the army by 
Gen. Vasquez, and are indebted to 
him for holding the positions they do.

INTERNATIONAL GAMES. 


EW YORK, Aug. 15.—A striking 
N ittustration of the international 

character of amateur sport is af- 
forded by the situation that has de- 
veloped as a result of the war in Eu- 


Early in the season there ws every 
reason for the belief that 1914 would 
be the greatest year in the history of 
competition. With the unexpected 
conflict abroad international contests 
of all kinds have been cancelled and 
may not be resumed for months or 
even years. 
On this side of the Atlantic the 
America’s cup race is the most im- 
portant event to be canceliei, but 
other competitions will lose the for- 
eign entries that were expected. The 
amateur and open golf championships 
and the national tennis tourvnament 
will be without foreign entrants. 
RACES OFF. 
Abroad the Harmsworth motor-boat 
contest and the international aviation 
races at Rheims are off, as well as all 
the various national championships of 
the European countries. 
The result of the war from an ath- 
letic and sporting standpoint may be 
greater, for it is likely to upset events 
scheduled for several years to come. 
The Sonder boat races at Kiel in 1915 
and the Olympic games at Berlin in 
1916 are no longer assured fixtures. 
Athletic authorities both in America 
and abroad realize that if the present 
war continues for any extended period 
Germany will not be in a position to 
act as host to the Olympic teams. 
Entries from all the Euro 
countries will be greatly curtailed if 
not abandoned entirely and it may 
be necessary to postpone the games or 
transfer the meet to some nation not 
involved in the clash of arms. 
SULLIVAN SAYS. 
In commenting on this angle of the 
present unsettled state of affairs ath- 
letic, James E. Sullivan, secretary of 
the American Olympic Committee, 
sald:

BOXING GAME DEAD. 


Boxing throughout Europe is at a 
standstill, owing to the war, and the 
knights of the glove have exchanged 
their padded weapons for those of a 
far more dangerous character. In 
France alone several score of the pro- 
fessional boxers are serving with the 
army, the most‘iilustrious example be- 
ing Georges Carpentier. The recent 
ring victories of the French middle- 
weight over both Bombardier Wells 
and Gunboat Smith caused European 
critics to predict world’s champlion- 
ship honors for Carpentier. Should 
he be killed or injured in action his 
loss would be keenly felt in pugilistic 
circles, for even the English ring au- 
thorities predict a promising career 
for him as can be seen from the fol- 
lowing extract from a review of his 
bout with Smith:

“Though the result of the boxing 
contest between Carpentier and Gun- 
boat Smith was very unsatisfactory 
from one point of view, there is very 
little doubt that ff the contest had 
continued Carpentier would either], 
have won easily on points or would 
have finished his man before the 
tenth round.

Norman E. Brookes, captain of the 
Australian tennis team for the Davis 
cup matches, looks for an early devel- 
opment of the American national 
game in Australia as a result of the 
visit of the two American baseball 
teams to that country on their round- 
the-world tour of last winter. 
“Baseball is played in Australia,” 
said Mr. Brookes, “but it is only nat- 
ural that cricket, being the national 
game of our mother country, should 
be the game most generally played in 
Australia. I have been a cricketer 
myself. 
“But I must say that baseball ap- 

It is dis- 
tinctly better than cricket in every 
way. For one thing. you don't have 
to waste three days in playing it. In 
baseball you play two or three hours 
at the most and the game w over. 
It is not unusual to have a cricket 
game spread over five days. 
“The American baseball teams that 
went to Australia last winter had 
great success and attractei dig 
crowds, many of whom thus had their 
first opportunity to judge of the merits 
of the American game when presented 
by skiliful players. I should not be 
surprised if those exhibition games 
would have the effect of giving base- 
ball playing a great impetus in our 
country.

DESTROYER ON THE JOB, 


United States Boat Preble Takes 
Station Near Alcatraz Island, Com- 
manding Entrance to Golden Gate. 
(BY A. P. DAY WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 21.—The 
United States torpedo boat destroyer 
Preble took a station today south- 
west of Alcatraz Island, commanding 
the inner entrance to the Golden 
Gate. Until further notice her mis- 
sion will be to see that the tramp 
steamer Mazatlan, now under the 
Mexican flag, but owned by the Ger- 
man shipping firm of Frederick Jebd- 
sen & Co., does not put to sea with 
500 tons of sacked coal, which she 
still has on board. 

The Mazatlan made informal ap- 
plication for clearance papers yester- 
day and was refused. Evidence taken 
before Collector Davis showed that 
the coal was the property of the Ger- 
man government and had been load- 
ed aboard the Mazatlan dy direction 
of Dr. Bimon Reimer, surgeon of the 
German cruiser Leipzig, for transfer 
to the Leipzig at sea. 

Today the Mazatlan again applied 
for clearance papers, this time on 
verbal assurance that the ownership 
of the coal had changed hands It 
is now supposed to be the property 
of F. G. Brave, said to be a Mexican 
commission merchant, and ostensibly 
is consigned to Guaymas, Mex., which 
is a regular port of call for the 
Mazatian. No proof of these alleged 
facts had been submitted, however, 
and clearance will be refused until 


tthe proof ts forthcoming. In the 


meantime the Mazatlan is at anchor 
in the stream under the guns of the 
Preble. 

KNOW NOTHING OF DETENTION. 

(BY A. F. DAY WIKE.] 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—Ofiictals 
here know nothing of the detention 
of the Mexican steamer Mazatian at 
San Francisco with her cargo of coal 
supposed to be intended for Germain 
cruisers. It is said, however, that 
there is no warrant for the detention 


of a merchant vessel loaded with coal 


intended for a belligerent, though, of 
course, such a ship risks seizure on 
the high seas. 

Secretary Daniels said tonight that 
the administration of the neutrality 
laws rested with the civil department 
of the government, and that he had 
confined his efforts to an instruction 
to Rear-Admiral Pond, commanding

Will not de permitted to take on coal 
or other supplies without permission 
from the Collector. 

Collectors Will apply to éfficéts of 
the revenue cutter service for advice 
as to the quality of coal and other 
Supplies that may be taken by such 
vessel. All matters concerting radio 
ecOmmunications involving neutrality 
Rall be referred to the commander 
of the radio station, or of any naval 
officer at the port. If there be no such 
station or vessel at the port the Col- 
authorized to follow the w- 
stfuctions of the naval gepartmen 
issued August 6, 1914, and if neces- 
ty to enforce these instructions the 
Collector is authoried to scal up the 
Wireless room and apparatus of any 
merchant vessel of a belligerent 
power, the seals to remain until the 
Vessel departs.

Prior to the outbreak of the war in 
Europe the sugar market was on & 
low basis, so low, in fact, that both 
Cuban and Philippine growers with @ 
bie crop to harvest, were facing 4 
Europe, today, ia exporting no 
sugar, and normally Germany, Russia, 
Austria-Hungary, France and Belgium 
expect an aggregate of over 2,000,000 
tons. 

The acreage planted to beats in Eu- 
rope this year was the greatest in the 
History of the industry, and had not 
the war broken out all previous rec- 
orde of production would have been 
surpassed. Should the war end to- | 
merrow, however, it is asserted that 
the production of sugar in Europe 
could not by any possibility attain the 
proportions which peace would have 
seen, for even with the European su- 
gar campaign et two or three 
months away, la conditions have 
been demoralized. 

Many German factories and beet 
fields are dependent upon migratory 
labor from Austria, Russia and Italy 
for much of their necessary labor-——in 
Russia alone over 360.000 foreigt 
hands come in—and Austria-Hungary 
largely draws on Russia and the Bal- 
kan States for harvest help. 

Of the beet sugar produced in this 
country, California produces nearly 
3,500,000 bags, 2,300,000 of which 
came last year from the southern end 
of the Btate. Grown on between 135,- 
000 and 140,000 acres (between 18. 
000 and 90,000 in Southern California) 
the beet sugar industry is one of vital 
importance. The six sugar factories 
in the southern counties have a total 
slicing capacity of $000 tons of beets 
a day—t75 carloads. The campaign 
has just opened, and the increased 
prices for sugar must mean much to 
all factors in the industry—from beet 
grower to factory. While many acres 
of beeta were contracted to the faec- 
tory before the war broke out, and 
while lar@e quantities of the present 
crop were contracted for at low prices 
by large handlers prior to the advance 
in the market, a stronger sugar market 
is bound to react favorably even on 
those who may reap no immediate 
profits therefrom. 

WHAT TO EXPECT. 


The concensus of opinion among the 
sugar factors around Los Angeles 
points to more norma! prices for sugar 
% Son as ocean commerce is once 
more restored—when the great sup- 
plies in the Philippines and elsewhere 
can be more freely drawn upon. But 
without question the Gomestic beet ts 
even now acting as the flywheel to our 
sugar market, exerting ite steadving 
influence and aiding in réstraining the 
upward trend of prices. Without it 
there is no knowing to what heights 
sugar would have soared—at least for 
the time being. 
A gsearcity of beet seed would m- 
evitably lead to a shortage of crop 
for next season. So far as Southern ||: 
California is concerned, there is little 
probability of any great shortage for 
the coming planting, arrangements al- 
ready completed and others on foot 
pointing to sufficient seed for our 
home acreage. The European seed 
harvest was nearly completed prior 
to the outbreak of hostilities, and was 
an exceedingly good one. thout 
question seed will be brought to this 
country sufficient for all. The high 
price of labor as compared to that in 
Central Europe, has largely precluded 
the profitable production of beet seed 
in this country im the past, while 
greeter sctentific selection and breed- 
ing, it is claimed, produce a better 
beet than that bred here. 
The present ¢4ituation presents a 
strong argument for the fostering of 
the beet sugar industry in this country, 
for with a production far bélow our 
needs the price has been advanced by 
the foreign factor, wheré an adequate 
domestic crop would have maintained 
a market on a lower basis.

Dunn of the company expressed the 
Delief some days ago that no um- 
provements of any magnitude will be 
started under a year. 

The basis of the city’s contention 
Was that the street car company was 
trying to overbond its property. To 
prove this, an evaluation by George 
Damon was submitted showing a re- 
productive value of $19,762,389, and 
a depreciated, or existant, value of 
$14,782,112. The street car com- 
pany’s appraisement was: Repro- 
ductive value, $26,360,843; depre- 
clated, or present, value, $24,579,566. 

With these variations in value, the 
commission ordered its engineering 
department to make its own valua- 
tion. The results were made public 
yesterday as follows: Reproductive 
value, $22,332,430: depreciated, or 
present, value, $19,747,762, or nearly 
$5,000,000 in excess of the city’s valu- 
ation. 

An interesting sidelight on the ex- 
pert's work was the finding by Act- 
ing Engineer Sachse of the commis- 
sion that the book cost of all the lines 
now composing the street car sys- 
tem of this city was $51,057,016.54. 
In other words, the builders placed 
such values on their lines, probably 
for selling purposes. 


WELCOME THEIR CHIEF. 


Big Reception Accorded Dr. Whit- 
man at County Hospital Upon His 
Safe Return From Europe. 

A rousing welcome home was ac- 
corded Dr. C. H. Whitman, superin- 
tendent of the County Hospital, yes- 
terday upon his arrival at the institu- 
tion after a thrilling escape from war- 
beleaguered Europe. He returned to 
Los Angeles Wednesday from a trip 
abroad. 

The bulldings at the hospital were 
beautifully decorated with flowers and 
buntings in honor of the returning 
chief. When Dr. Whitman and his 
wife appeared on the grounds, the 150 
employees gave three rousing cheers 


and rushed forward to shake his hand. 


Dr. Whitman was then escorted into 
his private office, where Fred W. 
Fuller, the steward, on behaéf of the 


employees, told the superintendent 


just how glad they all were that he 
arrived safe and sound from the war 
zone. 

Dr. Whitman was deeply touched 
by the reception and made an ap- 
propriate reply. He arrived in Lon- 
don on July 25, three days before Eng- 
land declared war on Germany. He 
departed for New York on the steam- 
ship Celtic on August 4. Dr. Whit- 
man visited many of the leading hospt- 
tale on the continent and made a 
thorough investigation of clinical ap- 
pointments. 


HEARS DOOM AGAIN, 


Man Who Murdered Wife Resen- 
tenced to Hang Before End of 
Ninety Days. 

Louls A. Larsen, convicted of the 
murder of his wife, Mary O. Larsen, 
Was resentenced to death yesterday 
by Judge Craig.

(St. Louls Republic:] Bernays Johnson 
has discovered and harnessed a new “ray” 
of electrical elements, terrifying in its pos- 
sibilities ‘as an engine of destruction, and 
of such properties that its utilization may 
bring about universal peace and the dis- 
armament of nations.

Injured Persons Are Frequently 

Asked to Suggest the Punishment 

for Offenders on Trial. 

[New Ycrk:] Recently at Atlantic 
City, Recorder Keffer ste down 
from the bench and bade Mrs. Thom- 
as Brennan take his place for a few 
moments so that she might impose 
sentence upon her husband, who faced 
a charge of drunkenness. Mrs. Bren- 
nan efter having ascertained that the 
limit penalty was fifty days is report- 
ed to have imposed it upon her spouse 
with great unction. 

Many whe smile at this as an un- 
usual occurrence will have to smile 
again when they learn of the Port- 
land (Or.) judge who made this meth- 
od of passing sentence a regular pro- 
cedure of his court. It was his habit 
to listen very gravely to the charge 
make up his mind without saying a 
w and then beckon the man or 
weman injured to him. 

“This is What the law allows me to 
do with the prisoner,” he used to say. 
“Personally I believe in the philosophy 
of the mikado in the comic opera of 

‘that title. I'd like to make the pun- 
ishment fit the crime—something that 
would be apt and fitting for the . 
fense. If you care to take the chance 
I will suspend sentenee provided the 
accused promises to perform any 
penance you may designate of a fit- 
ting character.

If 
a man was brought before him 
charged with shooting up a peacefui 
place without provocation this judge 
used to delight tn tolling off half a 
dozen good shots, whose business it 
was to fire all around the accused, 
who was made to stand up against a 
wall. The closer the shots and the 
more seared the ecused the better 
the judge liked it. If the accused de- 
murred against this little tit-fer-tat 
Punishment he was formally ordered 
to stand up and thd maximum gen 
tence under the ccde was meted out 
to him. In the case of a prisoner who 
might not be impressed with the tar- 
get practice sentence there were other 
penalties, such as a five-mile gallop on 
a frisky horse, with the lees of the 
accused tied under the horse's beliv 
and a saddle made of fair-sized stones 
wrapped in a blanket for his seat. 
Protest against this meant again the 
extreme ccde punishment.

Elephants Organize Against Danger. 
I. Joseph News Press: ] Car! E. 
Akeley, African explorer. in a com- 
munication to the aNtional Geo- 
graphical Society, at Washington, tells 
of an elephant, first aid brigade, made 
of the female elephants of a herd, 
h not only attempted to give suc- 
cor to their wounded “sultan” but 
went on “patrol duty” in an effort to 
punish his assailant. 
While hunting elephants in Uganda, 
Mr. Akeley eame upon a herd in a 
, rounded up in close forma- 
tion, conscious of the presence of an 
unseen enemy. “There were about 
twenty-five elephants, mostly cows and 
just as I was on the point of backing 
off to a safer distance, thinking there 
were no big dull in the lot, a fine 
pair of tusks appeared on the near 
side,” he says. “A clump of bushes 
offered cover for a near approach, and 
I went in quickly to within twenty 
yards of him, and as his front leg was 
thrust forward offering a good oppor- 
tunity for a heart I fired both 
barrels of the double rifle in quick suc- 


“All was commotion as I seized my 
second rifle and, seeing there was no 
@irect charge, retréated some fifty 
yards to the top of an ant hill, from 
which I could see what was going on. 
I then witnessed a scene such as I had 
heard described and which I had been 
keen to verify. A number of cows 
were clustered abowt the bull, for he 
had fallen thirty yards from where 
he was shot, and with their tusks and 
trunks were doing their best to get 
him upon his feet; the remainder of 
the cows were doing patrol duty, rush- 
ing abou in an increasing circle, 
searching for the source of the trouble. 
That meant me, so.I retired to a safe 

and waited for the atmos- 
phere to clear. This bull stood 11 feet 
4. inches high at the shoulders and the 
tusks weighed ninéty-five and 110 
pounds respectively, while the circum- 
ference of the front foot at the sole 
was 67% inches, the largest recorded, 
I believe. 

“It is generally understood that 
large bull elephants are more fre- 
quently to be found apart from the 
herds, but my experience does not 
béar this out. The bulls that I have 
shot, having tusks each weighing over 
100 pounds, have been herd bulls. 1 
have found the large old bulls enjoy- 
ing the society and protection of large 
herds of cows and young animals. 
One splendid old bull, well known in 
Uganda, who has been seen by many 
hunters, is so well protected by a 
large herd of most aggressive cows, 
who charge at the slightest intima- 
tion of danger, that he still survives. 

“These old bulle are very rare, fur 
when one has developed tusks of fif- 
ty pounds he becomes the target for 
every hunter, native or white, who 
sets eyes upon him; thus it is only 
the moré crafty or timid individuals 
that, seeking the protection of large 
herds or clinging to the more ina-- 
ceasible regions, such as dense forests, 
Manage to survive to a ripe old age 
and develop a full growth of ivory. 

“At another time, I was watching a 
herd from an ant hill, when from the 


cows there was a low, ominous 
rumble like distant thunder, which 
was plain talk and meant trouble, A 
hasty glance around convinced me 
that there was but one thing to do, 
to stand and meet the charge from 
the elevation where I was and from 
which I could see. If I tried to escape 
to one side or to the forest I could not 
see them over the hich grass before 
they were upon me. They charged to- 
ward me, came half way and stopped. 
They had lost the wind, but immedi- 
ately came into view over a slicht rise. 
It was a disconcerting spectacle. Their 
Great ears at full spread. trunks 
thrashing’ wildly, a roaring, Screaming 
mass, forty tons of frantiv female 
elephant vengeance. I remember 
that I felt homesick. 4 rifle shot 
stopped the leader, but ehcouraged by 
the others, she came on, only to be 
knocked down by the second shot. The 
others crowded about her, sniffed and 
—bolted. The old cow slowly regained 
her feet and staggered away, while I. 
in deep gratitude, returned to camp.”

Obedience is so deeply rooted 
in the mind of the Russian soldier 
that during my thirty years’ experi- 
ence in the army I do not remember 
to have witnessed one single case of 
insubordination, either in times of 
peace or in times of war. 

WILLING TO DIE AT POSTS. 

“The Russian soldier dies at his 
post. I have seen him in winter on 
sentry duty on the heights of Shipka 
die standing, surrounded with snow, 
and transformed literally into a 
statue of ice: I have seen him die 
on the march, striding over the sandy 
desert and yielding up his last breath 
with his last step; 1 have seen him 
die of his wounds on the battlefield 
or in the hospital, at a distance of 
3000 miles from his native village, and 
in those supreme moments I have 
always found the Russian soldier 
sublime. 

“Although a child of the plain, 
where his eye rarely descries the most 
modest hill, we see him boldly scale 
the topmost summits of the Caucasus 
and climb the rocks and glaciers of 
the Thianshan, fighting all the time. 
He feels at home everywhere, whether 
in the steppes of the fatherland, in 
the tundras of Siberia or the moun- 
tains and deserts of Central Asia. He 
has an exceptional faculty of put- 
ting himself at his ease wherever he 
may be, even in places where others 
would die of hunger and thirst. 

„I have seen the Russian soldier at 
home in time of peace or during 
truces in the enemy’s country, rock- 
ing the peasant’s child in the village 
where he was stationed; I have seen 
him bivouacking in the desert, with 
his tongue parched and burning, re- 
ceive his rations of a quarter liter of 
salt water; I have seen him in heat 
and in cold, in hunger and in thirst, 
in peace and in war, and I have al- 
ways found in him the same desire 
to oblige, the same abnegation of self 
for the safety and the good of others. 
These special characteristics of the 
Russian soldier—his self-denial, his 
simple and natural self-sacrifice— 
give him peculiar powers as a war- 
rior.” 

HOW ARMY IS ORGANIZED. 


So much for the individual soldier 
of the Czar. As to his numbers the 
following figures are accepted as cor- 
rect: 

The Russian army numbers 1,200,- 
000 on a peace footing, and 5,530,000 
on a war footing. This includes pos- 
sible fighters of all classes. Th 

line army numbers 1,850,000 
Russia leads the world in poin 
numbers. 

There is a total of thirty-seven 
army corps in Russia, each of which 
in time of peace numbers a little 
more than 20,000 men, but which is 
more than doubled in war times. Each 
corps consists of eight regiments of 
infantry. 

Eight thousand men in each corps 
are divided among cavalry, artillery 
and engineers. 

The European division of the Rus- 
sian army consists of twenty-seven 
army corps. In addition to these, there 
are fifteen line divisions of cavalry 
and two mixed divisions of cavalry 
composed of Cossacks and dragoons. 
There are also some rifie brigades not 
connected with.the army corps. 
There are three army corps in the 
Caucasus division, with two rifle bri- 
gades, three divisions of cavalry, three 
divisions of Cossacks, one line division 
and one regiment of Mussulmans in 
addition. 

In the Siberian division there are 
ten army corps, besides eleven brigades 
of Siberian rifles. Connected with 
each of these are six batteries of 
eight guns each. 

OFFICERS WELL TRAINED. 

The Ruasian army officer is usually 
a well-educated man and widely read 
in his profession, but the limited cir- 
cle from which he is drawn necessarily 
brings down the average of talent in 
view of the number of officers re- 
quired for so vast an army. A. cadet in 
the Russian service must come from 
a noble family, from an official family 
or from a wealthy and influential com- 
mercial family whose head has never 
kept an open store.” . 
The instruction gien in the military 
academy and cadets’ school at St. 
Petersburg is considered by experts to 
be as good as any in the world, except 
possibly that of West Point and that 
of the military academy at Santiago, 
Chile, which are supposed to be un- 
questionably the best. Great attention 
is paid to physica! culture and to the 
education of the cadets in the military 
Ideals of honor and loyalty. 

After they pass out of the training 
institutions, if they are keen and en- 
terprisine young fellows, they contrive 
to be sent to one of the Turkestan 
regiments or to some lonely outpost in 
the Caucasus. in Siberia or in Man- 
churia, where they may reasonably 
look forward to a chance of active 
service. In these regions they get the 
finest training for actual warfare that 
any officer could receive, for they are 
always hunting down brigands, sup- 
pressing smal! insurrections, fighting

It is these 
men who will bear the brunt of the 
Russian campaign in the near east, 
and nearly every distinguished officer 
in the Russian service has gone 
through this stern training. 
OFFICERS GET TIRED OF LIFE. 
If, on the other hand, the cadet be- 
comes attached to a regirhert in St. 
Petersburg, Moscow or one of the 
other numerous garrison towns in 
Buropean Russia he may receive a 
good theoretical education in military 
acience, but his environment is the 
worst possible, considered as a prep- 
aration for the practical business of 
war. In Russian garrison towns social 
life nearly always takes precedence of 
military duty, and the officers are glad 
enough to delegate to noncommis- 
sioned officers the tiresome. work of 
drilling and looking after their men. 
While discipline is rigidly maintained. 
there is a general atmosphere of tired- 
ness which astonishes the foreign vis- 
itor. Nobody seems keen. for duty. 
The officers appear to take little in- 
terest in the general welfare of the 
men or in the efficiency of the regi- 
ment. They spend most ot their time 
ying calls, social

The monotony of life ig intense in 
small towns, where the social circle is 
limited. Sooner or later it inevitably 
tells on an officer’s spirit. A former 
captain of the Russian army told me 
of a friend of his who lived for years 
in one of these small towns and was 
then ordered. away to St. Petersburs. 
In less than six months he received a 
command to return and promptly 
blew his brains out.

“It is a mistake to make the Cos- 
sack a landed proprietor.” said a Rus- 
sian official “As he becomes more 
and more prosperous he loses his mili- 
tary qualities because he naturaliv 
does not care to leave his farm and 
perhaps never see it again. A Cos- 
sack should be allowed to own 
nothing except Ais horse, his saddi-« 
and his weapons.” 

CZAR'S MEN GOOD CAMPAIGNERS. 

If there is one thing in which the 
Russian army excels t is marching. 
Lord Roberts's famous march to 
Candahar has been equaled over and 
over again by the Czar’s troops in 
their Central Asian campaigns. When 
Gen. Kouropatkin marched a force 
of Turkestan troops to join Skobeleff 
in an attack on the Turkomans he 
and his men were swallowed up in an 
unknown, trackless desert for twentv- 
six days, yet they covered over forty 
miles a day and marthed in at the end 
of the time in perfect military order 
without a single man sick or fallen 
out. It was a wonderful feat, but it 
was not regarded in Russian military 
circles as being anything extraordi- 
nary. 

Although the Russian soldier is said 
to be brutal and has a tendency to 
commit massacres like that at Bla- 
govestchensk, in which thousands of 
defenseleasd Chinese neutrals, men, 
women and children, were brutally 
slaughteree during the Boxer troubles, 
he is, nevertheless, a good fellow, who 
gets along admirably with the people 
among whom he is campaigning or is 
quartered. If he does not kill his en- 
emy he makes a friend of him by his 
rough camaraderie and ~«verflowing 
good nature. 


WHEN LIGHT HURTS THE EYES. 


It Is the Contrast That Is Unpicas- 
ant, But Colored Glasses Should 
Not Be Worn All the Time. 
[Dallas News:]! Healthy people 
who live out of doors rarely com- 
plain of the light. But any one who 
has tried photography knows that 
outdoor daylight is many times 
brighter than artificial light, indoors 
or out. When people suffer from 
artificial lights it is something besides 
the strength of the light. It is con- 
trast that makes artificial light un- 
pleasant. One who lives most of ** 


time in poorly lighted rooms finds it 
unpleasant to go suddenly into bright 
daylight... The more sudden the 
change. the greater the contrast, the 
more disagreeable the feeling. 

Artificial lights seen at hight in 
sharp contrast with the darkness 
around them are always unpleasant 
to face. A light that varies greatly 
from instant to instant, now dim. now 
bright, is very disagreeable and harm- 
ful to the eyes. 

When light hurts the eyes the first 
impulse is to exclude it. But thought 
about the matter will commonly show 
some kind of contrast that might be 
avoided. Have the rooms indoors 
lighted as well ag possible. In going? 
out pause a little on the threshold 
to become accustomed to the brighter 
iliumination. Do not face bright 
artificial lights with a dark back- 
ground. Do not admit a streak of 
bright sunlight into a room that is 
otherwise shaded, but rather keep the 
windows. wide open. Use as steady a 
source of light as possible and avoid 
all sudden changes of tilumination. 

If dark glasses are worn it should 
not be allathe time, but only when 
the eyes are exposed to the brightest 
light, so that the contrast between 
this and the feeble light may de 
diminished. Have a good light on 
what you look at, but do not tet 
the source of lieht shine directly into 
vour eyes. When light hurts the 
eves, in spite of care to avoid strong 
contrasts, it is likely that the eres 
are strained, or ſrritated or inflamed, 
and the cause of the trouble should 
be ‘sought out and removed. Per- 
sistent trouble of thfs kind generally 
has a persistent cause, like starin of 
the eves, and it is useless to tréat 
the effect while the cauke continues 
to keep up the trouble.

ODD PAGES IN 
ITALY’S HISTORY. 


Brief Republics Formed by a 


Dozen Towns. 


Socialistic Theories Worked 
Limit. 


Cost of Living Was Reduced 
for Single Day. 


— 

{Rome Correspondence of Pitts- 
burgh Gazette-Times:] A dozen Ital- 
lan towns and villages have just con- 
tributed some of the oddest pages to 
the history of liberty that have ever 
been credited to that usually sedate 
and serious goddess. 

These dozen villages are those 
which, durihg the recent socialistic 
and anarchistic strike in Italy. took 
advantage of the occasion to proclaim, 
themselves republics. None ro- 
mained republics longer than twenty- 
four hours, but before the Italian 
troops had gathered them back Into 
the fold of the monarchy they had 
put across some of the most curious 
deeds ever perpetrated in the name 
of liberty. Not the least interesting 
of these were the efforts of the vari- 
ous village republics to solve in the 
six to twenty-four hours of their ex- 
istence some of the most complex 
problems now facing the leading na- 
tions of the world. 

At Fabriano, a small town in East- 
ern Italy near Ancona, where the re- 
public was maintained for a full 
twenty-four hours, the first problem 
of statesmanship tackled by the com- 
mittee in charge was that of the high 
cost of living. The principal industry 


at Fabriano, it happened, was poultry 
shipping.

At the orders of the committee, 
however, the entire consignment was 
seized and the chickens placed on sale 
at 5 cents each. For twelve long hours 
afterward the entire population of 
Fabriano reveled not only in chicken, 
but in the convic!!on that the repub- 
lic had accomplishe! in a few hours 
that which the monarchy had never 
been able to do. Le., had reduced the 
high cost of living. Unfortunately. a 
few hours later the Italian troops ar- 
rived, the republic was put out of 
business, and the next day, owing to 
the scarcity in the lecal chicken sup- 
ply created by the unusual consump- 
tion the day previous, the price of 
chickens went up to 60 cents each. 

Pussogatto was another tiny short- 
lived republic that tackled the high- 
cost-of-living problem. There the 
republican committee made the round 
of the wealthier residents and forced 
contributions of wheat. Count Mas- 
zone for example, was compelled to 
deliver up the Keys of his granary for 
a contribution of fifty bushels, which 
had been fixed as his quota by the 
“republic.” With the granary in its 
possession, however, the committee 
saw no use of limiting the Count’s 
contribution to the original amount 
and all the wheat available was car- 
ried away. 

When the committee had collected 
all its enforced contributions it com- 
mandeered a mill, forced the miller 
to grind the wheat, and the “citize 
of the republic divided the flour. 

At Castelferretti and Chiaravalie, 
two other incipient republics, the first 
problem of statesmanship to be set- 
tled was that of salt. In Italy salt 
is a government monopoly. The prices 
are high and the receipts go a long 
way toward: meeting national ex- 
penses. With the two republics 
safely launched, therefore. no time 
was lost in tearing the Italian coat of 
arms from the government salt shops, 
substituting the coat of arms of the 
republic and placing all the salt found 
therein on sale in any quantity de- 
sired for 2 cents. 

RAILROAD TIED UP. 
The government railways in Italy 


have naturally never operated in a 
manner to suit everyone, and as a 
consequence, when Lavelloza became 
a republic, one of the first undertak- 
ings was to demonstrate how much 
better a republic can manage the 
railways than a monarchy. At the 
order of the republican committee in 
charge, all incoming trains were 
stopped, the passengers corralled in 
the walting- rooms and their baggage 
taken to the labor chamber, which 
served as the seat of government. The 
citizens themselves then undertook 
the operation of the trains, but did 
not succeed any too well. As the im- 
prisoned passengers put up a terrific 
protest to be allowed to leave thé city, 
they were finally allowed to do so 
only on condition that each should 
hire a vehicle at his own expense. 

At Sassoferrato, where the life of 
the republic was cut short in the sev- 
enth hour of its existence, the enjoy- 
ment of the sweets of liberty took a 
different form. Sassoferrato was per- 
haps the smaliest of the republics 
which sprang up at that time. The 
Mayor was arrested and imprisoned 
and the one carabinier! which the 
government maintains there to pro- 
tect the order of the village was 
given rigid orders not to leave his 
barracks. A general embracing and 
kissing of all the citizens of the lit- 
tle republic followed, in which 
mothers-in-law are declared to have 
fallen into the arms of their sons-in- 
law and creditors wept on the necks 
of their debtors, forgiving them their 
debts. 

An hour later, however. the troops 
arrived, released the Mayor, found 
the carabinieri calmy smoking a pipe 
on the steps of his barracks and, 
with the fall of the republic, the 
various things which had been for- 
given were chalked up again.

Railroads are the worst aimed at in 
all the various forms of our business, 
and it is interesting to note that for 
nine months of last year and this, the 
falling off in revenue reported by the 
Southern Pacific Company amounted 
to $4,943,425.63.

vas so busy in his business before nor 


so earnest in his endeavors to perform 
his duty as at the present time in try- 
ing to find out what the State Railroad 
Commission wished him to do, and he 
closed with the remark: “And the 
hardest part of the task is to find out 
just what they do want.” 

There is one thing evident to all 
people of intelligence and thought, 
and that is that this country is only 
half developed as to its resources and 
that the prosperity of the people gen- 
erally depends intimately on proceed- 
ing with the development of our vast 
material resources lying dormant and 
going to waste.

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California Cotton. 


OWN in the Imperial Valley where cot- 
Dr as any in the world is 

raised, the people are suffering anxiety 
as to the marketing of the crop, on account 
of the war in Europe. It would seem as if 
this was borrowing trouble. A dispatch 
from Washington under date of August 14 
announces the consumption of cotton for 
eleven months in this country to be 5,193,- 
659 bales, an increase over the previous 
year of 63,000 bales. The cry from all over 
the world is for more cotton, and the 50,000 
bales produced in Imperial county cut dut 
a small figure in the world’s supply of cot- 
ton. The anxiety of course comes from the 
war prevailing over Europe, stopping over- 
sea commerce across the Atlantic. This 
stoppage can scarcely last. England seems 
to be gaining control of the situation, and 
with the French navy added to her great 
armament it looks as if commerce between 
America and Europe would not be inter- 
rupted much. England is the heaviest pur- 
chaser of cotton, and if the supply should 
be cut off from that country a million human 
beings depending upon the industry for their 
livelihood directly would starve to death, 
and probably as many more indirectly de- 
pendent upon the same industry. Besides, 
if the shipment of cotton across the Atlantic 
should be retarded, our own factories will 
be compelled to work night and day to sup 
ply the world with cotton fabrics. 


Making the Forests Pay. 

R. CHARLTON, who has supervision of 

the forest reserves in Southern Califor- 
nia, finds that the total receipts from the 
Angeles Forest Reserve during the past fis- 
cal year amounted to $28,285.98, or nearly 
double those received in the previous year. 
As time goes on, these forest reserves will 
be more and more important to the world 
and more and more valuable to the govern- 
ment. The American forests, once the glory 
of the continent, are rapidly shrinking to 
comparatively narrow limits, while the de- 
mand for their products is increasing as 
rapidly. The country will soon be reduced 
to the necessity of enacting laws similar to 
those prevailing in Europe, particularly 
Germany, where every person who cuts 
down a tree is compelled to plant a new 
one in its place. If we will take time by 
the forelock with our vast territory, much 
of which is available only for the growth 
of forest trees, there will never be a wood 
famine in the United States.

WONDERFUL WEALTH FOR THE 
SAN FRANCISCO EXPOSITION. 


ALL SORTS OF METALS, FROM GOLD AND A. 
VER TO TUNGSTEN AND TIN—MINES THAT 
HAVE YIELDED HUNDREDS UF MILLIONS, 
A SILVER MOUNTAIN THAT GAVE A MIL- 
DOLLARS MONTH FOR 294 YSARS. 
THE TUNGSTEN KINGS AND VANADIUM 
MONOPOLISTS—AMERICAN MINES THAT 
ARE MAKING MONEY. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


A PAZ (Bolivia.)—The San Francisco 

exposition will have a wonderful ex- 

hibit showing the treasure vaults of 
the Andes. For months Bolivia has been 
collecting specimens to show her mineral 
resources, and she will undoubtedly have 
the finest mineral collection shown at the 
fair. The exhibits already prepared fill a 
room seventy feet long and twenty feet 
wide, and Dr. Manuel Vincente Bolivian, 
who is to take the collection to San Fran- 
cisco, tells me that when completed it will 
be three times this size. I examined the 
specimens already collected. They em- 
brace every sort of metal, from bismuth 
and tungsten to gold, silver, copper and tin. 
Avia has the richest tin mines of the 


— 

— 
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world, and it now supplies about one-fourth 
of the world’s production. One block of 
tin ore to be sent to the fair weighs 500 
pounds, and of that 70 per cent. is pure tin. 
This is in striking contrast to the less than 
5 per cent. ores of other parts of the world. 
Another sample weighs 2000 pounds, and it 
contains more than 1200 pounds of pure 
tin. It comes from the mines of Simon 


plate that would cover a dining table. The 
exhibit will also have copper water bottles, 
basins and utensils made by the Indians. 


Tungsten From Potosi. 


Another mineral that will be shown in 
great variety is tungsten, used so largely 
in our modern electric lighting. The tung- 
sten comes from the departme t of Potosi, 
which now supplies the most of this metal 
used in the world. The owners of the 
mines are known as the tungsten kings. 
They control the world’s output and fix the 
prices. 

The exhibit will contain also many sam- 
ples of silver and gold, lead mixed with sil- 
ver, and copper and silver and tin. The 
gold is in coarse grains and nuggets, 
washed out by the Indians. Just outside La 
Paz the Spaniards picked up a nugget that 
weighed thirty-three pounds and was 
worth $9000. Last year a nugget as big as 
the palm of a man’s hand was found- near 
the same place. 

To these specimens will be added some 
of blocks of ore, weighing three or more 
tons, which Bolivia hag been showing at 
Ghent, and the whole collection will form 
one of the finest mineral exhibits ever seen 
at any exposition. It will give a fair idea 
of the wonderful possibilities of the Andes. 


mountain there that has produced more of 
that metal than any other place in the 
whole world. The mines were found about 
fifty-two years after Columbus discovered 
this hemisphere, and from then on until 
the nineteenth century the average prod- 
uct was more than $12,000,000 a year, or 
$1,000,000 a month, for 294 years. The to 
tal sum amounted to over $3,000,000,000, 
and it is estimated that almost $4,000, 
000,000 have been taken out to this day. 
The mountain of Potosi is now honey- 
combed with mines, and the silver ore is 
largely exhausted; but the silver seems 
to have run into tin, and a British company 
is working the mines for tin, with the sil- 
ver as a by-product. In Cerro de Pasco, 
the silver and gold mixed with the copper 
pay all the expenses of the mining, and the 
copper is pure gain. It will probably be 
so with the tin of Potosi. The mines have 
always shown great values in tin, but the 
ignorant miners threw the tin away. They 
separated it from the silver, allowing vast 
quantities of the cheaper metal to be 
washed off by the streams. Potosi Moun- 
tain has now something like 7000 aban- 
doned silver mines scattered over it, and 
there are hundreds of these that will soon 
be worked for silver and tin. I am told

By Michael K. Boyer. ; 


Essentials. 
CONDITIONS MUST BE SATISFAC- 
TORY TO INSURE PROFIT. 
{Egg production depends to a great ex- 


tent upon environment and food. Con- 
tented, healthy hens lay the most and best 
eggs. 


To bring about best results, cleanliness, 
for one thing, is absolutely essential. Also, 
such considerations as proper location of 
the house for sunlight and freedom from 
exposure are important. The food, too, 


following article contains helpful sugges- 
tions.] 

NVIRONMENT and food are 
termining factors in egg prod 
The condition of both will prove 


other good. Both must be entirely satis- 
factory to the hen or she cannot have a 
successful yield. 

“What are the environments, and what 
is the quality of the food?” is a question 
that every poultry-keeper should carefully 
investigate. 

In plainer words, the hen must be con- 
tented and she must be properly fed. A 
contented hen is one that has a comfort- 
able and clean home, that is not in an over- 
crowded pen, that receives food fitted for 
her needs, and has for a master a kind, 
gentile and observing person. 

Having the hens tame, and going among 
them quietly and carefully, gives them con- 
fidence. That is very important. A hen 
that feels as safe in the presence of its 
keeper as it does when alone, is a hen 


will find great attraction to its home. 
The size of the run is not so important 
as is the condition of that run. A small 
yard that is partially shaded, and in which 
the earth is plowed every now and then, is 
more comfortable to the stock than a larger 
one neglected. Making the hens exercise 


for their food is of more value than 


range. 
Cleanliness Important. 

Cleanliness és very important. Although 
a hen has not the sense of smell, she will 
feel more “at home” in a house that is per- 
fectly clean, and in which whitewash has 
not been spared. A house that is devoid 
of offensive odors is one in which vermin 
will not thrive. No hen can be surrounded 


The happy, contented, healthy hen is the 

one that is continually on the alert, that 
has a healthy look, and expresses her satis- 
faction by singing her lays that mean so 
much. 
The hen wants a home. She 
cannot be happy herself when in a flock of 
quarrelsome hens or with a tyrant male. 
Everything must be congenial. Her home 
must be comparatively cool in summer and 
warm in winter. . 

There are too many who treat this ques- 
tion of environment with too little indiffer- 
ence. It is as important as food. PEnviron- 
ment, too, calls for the proper location of 
the house. It must be so situated that 
there will be no exposure to the hens, and, 
above all, the location must not be a damp 


one. 

There will be no moisture showing itself 
in a well-ventilated house, and in this par- 
ticular the scratching-shed house has been 
a revelation. For both summer and winter 
I find this plan the most correct, and in no 
other style of house can there be found so 
many happy, contented hens. 

A fowl! will not suffer from the cold so 
quickly as will-a human being. If given an 
opportunity to exercise, the blood will 
quickly warm up, and there will be comfort 
and happiness displayed in the hennery. 
That's the condition for making eggs. 


Best Food to Produce Eggs. 


Everything being congenial, the next im- 
portant factor in egg production is food. 
Food builds up the waste tissues, it pro- 
duces heat, fat, meat and eggs. We can 
feed for just what we want. For eggs ma- 
terial must be given that will help to pro- 
duce eggs. A hen that has accumulated 
some fat is a better egg producer than one 
thin in flesh. A half-starved hen is a poor 
layer, as also is a ben that is too fat.

The proper food for egg production is 
that of a nitrogenous order. In this group 
wheat stands at the head. But the man 
who would feed nothing but wheat would 
soon flavor his eggs with fumes (especially 
when soft-boiled, and then opened) that 
compare very favorably with the odor of 
decayed eggs. Nitrogenous foods must be 
balanced with carbonaceous foods. Wheat 
and corn, in mixture, is a better egg grain- 
ration than is wheat alone. Corn is no egg 
food. 


Ege farmers have learned the fact that 
a wet mash is more productive of good re- 
sults than a dry mash. They have also 
learned that every day the hen must have 
some anima! food and green stuff. 

Green cut bone is the best form of ant 
mal food that can be given provided it is 
judiciously fed the day it is cut. An ounce 
per head of stock, every other day, is the 
proper allowance. If fed too heavily, green 
cut bone will produce worms in stock. The 
commercial beef scrap is an excellent sub- 
stitute. Some poultrymen keep k con- 
stantly within reach of the hens; others 
add about 15 to 25 per cent. daily, to the 
mash. 

There is lime in the grains, but not suf- 
ficient to manufacture the eggshells fast 
enough in heavy egg production. Lime 
must, therefore, be included in the bill of 
fare, and I know of no better form than 
by keeping cracked oyster shell constantly

claims that it is “an indispensable means 
for the control of all diseases, whether aris- 
ing from injurious personal habits, from con- 
genital or constitutional weakness, or from 
social and vocational conditions.” If the 
_ medical profession have become reduced to 
this point, then the sooner they retire from 
their claim to being the only ones on earth 
who can keep the people well, the better it 
will be for the people. The doctors them- 
selves know that the people are getting tired 
of medicine, and have learned from other 
sources than these self-constituted guar- 
dians that there are other things than drugs 
that make for health. In fact the doctors 
are themselves giving less medicine now 
than ever before, in deference to this popu- 
lar disposition, but are trying to keep up the 
old delusion regarding the efficacy of medi- 
cine by working up serums to inject into the 
blood as antidotes for.diseases. The more 
serums they discover and use, the more 
cases of cancer are recorded, the more cases 
of tuberculosis are developed. The blood 
does not take kindly to poisons of any kind, 
and every poison injected is one more that 
nature must eliminate from the blood, thus 
placing so much additional burden on the 
human system. 
But one of the chief reasons why this 
proposition for “universal periodic examina- 
tions” should not be considered is the effect 
it would have on the mental condition of 
the people. Everyone, except possibly the 
doctors, knows that the mind has much to 
do with the health of the individual. While 
disease is insidious, the result of mental 
conditions is the same. Recently one of Dr. 
Goldwater's examinations was made of the 
employees of a New York City bank and the 
report made was that all were found to be 


of heart, lungs, kidneys, or blood vessels. 
Up to this moment these men probably be- 
sieved that they were in a normal condition, 
and who can tell of the discouragement that 
may have followed this report. Dr. Gold- 
water's scheme would be a great one to 
bring business to the doctors and that is all 
that it would amount to. The more univer- 
sally the proposition is condemned the more 
surely will it be defeated, and its defeat 
will be as much in the interest of the public 
health as anything else that can happen. 


Another Idol Has Fallen. 


For years it has been demanded that thor- 
ough fumigation must de perfornied in all 
rooms and houses where infectious diseases 
have prevailed, and laws have been enacted 
to enforce the same. The demand came 
from the doctors, and it has now been 
proved by doctors that it was unnecessary. 
No harm is done by absolute cleanliness, 
but much financial damage has been done by 
the burning of bedding and other articles in 
which it was alleged the disease germs had 
found refuge and could only be destroyed by 
the destruction of those articles. Dr. Chapin, 
health officer of Providence, R. I., a city of 
235,000 inhabitants, mostly living in tene- 
ments or small apartments, says that he has 
discontinued fumigation after diphtheria, 
scarlet fever and measles since 1898, with 
the result that a comparison of this period 
with an equal period during which disinfec- 
tion was diligently practiced, shows that the 
difference in number of cases occurring in 
the two sets of families is negligible. And 
the same slight difference was discovered 
among children who had been sent away 
from their infected homes to escape disease. 
To insist upon cleanliness is all right, also 
that windows and doors be thrown open and 
the house and rooms be thoroughly venti- 
lated. Just remember that this criticism of 
the need of fumigation comes from a regular 
doctor of the drug kind, and not from a 
drugless doctor. Occasionally one of the for- 
mer kind becomes broad-minded. 


Back to the Soil for Health. 


A writer in a recent number of the Med. | 
ical Council says that the soil has been 
much misunderstood, that instead of being 
dangerous to health it is a conservator of 
the health and its friendship should be more 
cultivated than has been the custom. Buried 


Commissioner of 
Health for New York City, is urging 
the need of “universal periodic exam- 


various organisms injurious to health, but 
“the normal bacteria of the soil are not 
pathogenic to man. When natural condi- 
tions are disturbed, the bacterial balance is 
also disturbed, and fungi, molds, algae, and 
other organisms proliferate, to the detri- 
ment of man and animals. Disturbed soil 
needs to be cultivated and cultivated well.” 
Soil that has been uncontaminated by filth 
is thus kindly to man, and the nearer we 
get to nature the more healthy we should 
become. This has been one of the best 
arguments in the past—that to get back to 
nature was healthful; that people afflicted 
with lung troubles, for instance, should live 
an open-air life, live in a tent, sleep on the 
ground, get close to nature, and get well. 
Indirectly this writer in the Medical Coun- 
cil confirms this argument. 

The Fight on Cancer. 


The report of the Imperial Cancer Re- 
serve Fund of London removes some of the 
theories regarding the spread of this dis- 
ease. The wide belief that certain breeding 
places aid in the spread of the disease is 
disproved and the definite pronouncement 
is made that so-called “cancer houses,” 
“cancer areas,” “cancer cages” and the like 
—terms used to designate localities be 
lieved to be thoroughly impregnated with 
the disease, and deemed breeding spots for 
new cases—are, after all, quite harmless. 
This, coming from such an authority, will 
remove a great deal of unrest among the 
people as to the danger of catching the dis- 
ease by association, and by the occupation 
of houses wherein have lived people af- 
flicted with the disease. 

Progress is being made in determining 
what cancer is not, and some time we may 
hope the investigators will be able to tell 
us what cancer is, whence it comes, and 
how it may be escaped. The best thing 
| that can be done at the present stage of the 
discussion, is for everyone to live as health- 
ily as possible, thereby keeping the blood 
pure and in a condition to resist the in- 
vasion of any disease, for cancer must come 
through the blood or it would not permeate 
the entire system as is so often the case, 
making its appearance in portions of the 
body remote from where a growth may have 
been removed by the surgeon's knife. 


Life’s Changes—Growing Old. 


Prof. Herbert Spencer Jennings, the dis- 
tinguished zoologist of Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, has proved that animals of a very 
low order need never grow old or die. Such 
are the animalculae known as the parameci- 
um—resembling a heelless slipper—which 
never die if the liquid in which they grow is 
freshened up from time to time. Several 
thousand generations have been produced, 
and their life seems to be eternal and un- 
affected by old age, so far as the micro- 
scope can determine. That the members 
of the human family grow old and die is 
therefore the result of development. We 
have progressed in the scale of intelligence, 
ability to be useful and destructive, our 
minds have grown, and the memory films 
which in youth are acutely sensitive be- 
come dulled as we grow old, possibly 
through the tasks that have been put upon 
them during the years of life. The elixir 
of perpetual life has not been found for 
humans though known in connection with 
the paramecium. 

By learning how to live, how to take care 
of the body, what excesses to avoid, the | 
span of life has been lengthened from 
what it was generations ago, but it is still 
comparatively short. The breaking down 
of the mind is not always as apparent as of 
the body, as many aged persons have a 
vigorous memory of the things that oc- 
curred during the early years of their lives, 
while the memory of recent things is much 
less acute. The memory film loses its 
elasticity, the edges wear off, its surface 
becomes hardened and less receptive, the 
same as other portions of the body yield 


things of life that make for happiness as 
well as youthfulness. 


Our Debt to Caffeine. 


Many old people prefer tea 
claiming that coffee is too 
a matter of fact tea is 
lating of the two, as it 
per cent. of caffeine.

England’s annual consumption is 
1180 grains, Holland 1002, France 637, Ger- 
many 508, Switzerland 505, and Russia 246 
grains. One reason why England's annual 
consumption rises above this country's is 
that the people of that country are greater 
tea drinkers, and the average cup of tea 
contains more caffeine (theine) than does 
a cup of coffee. The more expensive kinds 
of tea, for instance the young leaves of tea, 
contain more caffeine than do the older 
leaves, the amount rising to at least 5 per 
j cent. in the youngest leaves. The choco- 
late and cocoa drinkers also absorb quite 
ls quantity of caffeine, which explains why 
chocolate is so useful as a stimulant. 

When used as a medicine caffeine is given 
in doses of from one to five grains, and yet 
a dose of four grains is fatal to a cat. The 
average cup of tea contains about 2% 
grains. It can thus be seen what confirmed

Bad Teeth and Enlarged Tonsils. 


[Baltimore American:] Dr. Layton of 
London says that before operating for ade 
noids and tonsils when a child has a cold 
and enlarged tonsils try first to improve his 
general health and have the teeth attended 
to. He says that four bad teeth are enough 
to effect the lymphoid tissues of the neck 
and so enlarge the tonsils. A trip to the 
dentist’s and deep breathing exercises will 
almost invariably cure tonsil trouble if the 
disease is local and not a general condition 
of the system or not due to some recent in- 
fection. 


Electrically Sterilized Milk. 


{Electrical Review:] One of the milk 
depots in Liverpool, which distributes 125 
gallons of milk a day, has for some time 
successfully used the new process of ster- 
ilizing milk by electricity. In that process, 
as the milk passes through a long, thin 
glass tube it is sterilized by an alternating 
current of high potential. The efficacy of 
the current has been tested with all sorts 
of infected milk; it kills not only all the dis- 
producing bacteria, such as those that 
cause tuberculosis, dysentery and typhoid, 
but also the ordinary milk-souring bacteria, 
with the result that the milk remains per- 
fectly sweet for several days. Milk so 
treated entirely lacks the flat, insipid taste 
of milk that is sterilized with heat; as far 
as can be ascertained by careful analysis, 
it undergoes no change in its chemical con- 
stitution, and has all the characteristics of 
pure “raw” milk. The health authorities of 
Liverpool predict that every large dairy will 
eventually have its electrical sterilizing 
apparatus,

TREES THAT GROW N THE 
SALTON SINK. 


N A PUBLICATION by the Carnegie 


_Institution at Washington, called “The 
Dalton Sea,” S. B. Parish, the veteran 
totanist of San Bernardino treats of the 


plants that grow from two to 200 feet be- 


low sea level. 

According to Mr. Parish three grow in 
wet soll only. One of these is our native 
fan palm, Washingtonia filifera, about a 
half-dozen specimens of which grow below 
sea level. Another tree is Salix nigra, the 
black willow, which in the Galton Sink sel- 
dom has a trunk more than six feet in 
height, but sometimes more than two feet 
in diameter. The third wet-soll species is 
the Delta cottonwood, Populus MacDou- 
galt which has often a clear trunk of fif- 
teen feet to the lower branches and often 
of greater diameter than two feet at three 
feet above the ground. Both this tree and 
the Black Willow require an abundance of 
water, yet neither will tolerate a large ex- 
cess of alkali. 

In the class that will grow in either wet 
or superficially dry soil are two species of 
mesquite, though botanists call but one by 
this common name, Prosopis glandulosa, 
while P. pubescens is known as Screwbean. 
The former seldom has a trunk of more 
than a foot and a half and about one foot 
in diameter. The Screwbean is a smaller, 
lessDranched but more erect and slender 
tree. During flowering season in some 
years these trees are quite showy. | 

The dry-soll trees complete those grow- 
ing below sea level and consist of three 
species. Olneya tesota is a small tree, 
rarely Over fifteen feet in height, with a 
clear trunk of about three feet having a 
diameter of less than two feet. Cercidium 
Torreyanum, the Palo Verde, is about the 
size of the Olneya, but seldom is confined 
to a single trunk. During March and April, 
when the trees are in bloom, they present 
an almost solid mass of golden yellow. 
Parosela spinosa is a small tree, seldom 
attaining to twenty feet in height and hav- 


ing several trunks a little more than a foot 


in diameter. About June this tree presents 
a handsome appearance, being covered with 
a profusion of violet+iue flowers. Of the 
eight trees mentioned, five are often heav- 
ily infested with a leafless mistletoe, Phora- 
dendron Californicum.

LL students of soils well know that 
neither fields, orchards, nor gardens 
are given sufficient lime, and there have 
been times when considerable difficulty 
was experienced in getting lime in proper 
condition for soil application. No lime air- 
slakes or disintegrates uniformly, and this 
occasions vexatious delays. It air-slakes 
still more slowly in the warehouse and 
then needs sifting to catch the lumps, for 
lime must not slake in the soil, or it burns 
and in soils full of humus would do much 
harm. To overcome these difficulties we 
have of late years been able to obtain hy- 
drated lime for agricultural purposes 80 
that now the use of it for soil correction is 
rapidly becoming common. Still, too little 
is used for best crop production. 


Japanese Gardens. 


O ADD variety to the attractions of 

home grounds there is no more potent 
factor than Japanese gardens, but these 
must not be left open as a part of the gen- 
eral landscape. They look well when con- 
fined to a house court or patio, and if a part 
of the greater rarden should be set apart 
by a wall, fence, hedge, or other division 
of a precise nature. They are not expected 
to fill the same place as other gardens in a 
conception of the whole, but should be 
made toy-like or gardens in minature, more 
or less absurdities from our own point of 
view.

His methods of culture aré not essentially 
different from that practiced by many grow- 
ers, and it ts probable that the chief rea- 
son for success has been the fact that he 
allowed the bulbs to start considerable 
sprouts before planting. Growers have no- 
ticed that bulbs with a sprout an inch or 
more in length would require but a few 
days to make their way to the surface, and 
if the temperature is right they will con- 
tinue their growth to early bloom. Some- 
ene has also suggested that the trenches 
be opened up a day or two in advance of 
planting to allow the sunshine to warm the 
earth, and this would also seem to be an 
advantage.
